I'll take a moment to slip in a blatant plug for my own PicoKeyer, which 
also makes a dandy "code practice oscillator" for use with a single lever, 
dual paddles or even a straight key. I have a few prototype PCBs I'm 
throwing in with parts kit orders at no additional cost, partly because I 
don't like the layout so any future PCB will be different. The parts kit 
includes a small speaker, pushbutton switch, 2N7000 keying transistor, 
battery & holder, etc. I'll include PCBs while they last, I think I have 
15 or so left. When they're gone, they're gone. I'm working on a new PCB 
layout I like much better, but no firm date when it will be ready. 


I have a new program version that adds several new features. This will be 
the last update for a long time (if ever), I think I'm done adding 
features. Note that this version also corrects a bug I recently 
discovered in V1.5 that will result in far more current draw when in sleep 
mode than it should have, nearly half a milliamp. If you have an older 
version, email me directly for replacement details. If it's one with the 
"sleep bug", I'll upgrade your chip for the cost of postage. If you 
bought the parts kit, I'll even throw in a new battery. 


New features with this release: 


* No-switch beacon mode. Just insert a BN prosign at the end of the saved 
message and it will repeat at the interval you have set, from 0 to 99 
seconds. Tapping the paddle or button will return you to normal keying. 
Now you can automatically call CQ and just reply if someone calls you. 


* Message pause. Insert a PS prosign in your message to be able to 
manually insert things like RST or QSO number, then tap the button to 
resume the message. 


x Auto straight-key detection, like the RM version for the Rock-Mite. 

Just plug in a straight key and use it, you'll even have both memories 
available. I don't remember who it was that said he couldn't figure out 
thow that could ever work, but thanks - that was the challenge I needed to 
hear! 8-) 


For those of you with a wish list for the RM version, I have also added 
those features to the Rock-Mite replacement model. Both will start 
shipping Monday, I need the weekend to finish updating the documentation. 


My thanks to all of you who have made suggestions and of course everyone 
who has bought one (or more); I appreciate it!

You know the rest of the story with 
burning gas..... 


I came up with a technique of coating the brand new boards with a light coat 
of Krylon clear or similar spray paint that protects the surface for a 
lifetime. 

I can reuse every part easily in each project. It is just a matter of 
unsoldering (spell checker?) 

and soldering to the new layout. It should be fun and I want to document each 
step again in B&W and in high resolution. The B&W take up less space ona 
disc.

My understanding is that CF cards adhere to the PCMCIA spec for 

connector lifetime. I don't have a copy of the full PCMCIA spec 

handy, but I seem to recall the original pin life was a 6-digit figure 

for insertions. Now, with 68 pins, that raises the possibility of failure 
somewhat... However, PCMCIA is set up for ‘hot insertion' in that 

there is a 'sense' that triggers voltage, so other than the sense line, 
there's is nothing ‘electrical’ that would aggravate the deterioration 

of a pins life. 


With CF, I believe the insertion number is in the 10s of thousands, 
but that is under ‘optimum' conditions. 


As long as the cards and connectors are kept clean, there should be 
a resonable possibility of the card meeting the life expected of it. 
Dirt is going to be your biggest enemy. Abrasion in the socket can 
lead to VERY early failure... 


As to numbers, I can see if I can dig up the spec if you want. 


But just remember. You can have a DOZEN CF cards. But the 

connector in the camera is going to be the common element! But on 

a POSITIVE note, the pin connectors in PCMCIA seem to have a 

MUCH lower rate of failure than the socket connectors do in PCMCIA 
cards, and I suspect that would also be true of CF. That seems to be 
because the socket connectors have only a small area of contact in 

each hole. The PIN connectors can make contact any where ona 

pin, and each card you insert makes a slightly different contact point.
